The slain Pittsburgh cabby was 


identified by Police Inspector Ed- 
ward Maas as Louis E. Di Lenbo, 
28, one of 3,100 on strike there 
against the Yellow Cab company. 


Witnesses 
said the shot was 


fired from a passing taxi into a 
group of drivers standing on a 
downtown street corner. 


The Yellow Cab employes, mem- 


bers of the AFL Taxi Drivers 
union, struck Sunday in support 
of a demand that their pay be 
raised from 45 per cent of their 
receipts to 54 per cent. 


Murray Promises Peace 


Philip Murray, head of both the 


CIO and the Steelworkers union, 
promised that a peaceful atmos- 
phere will prevail during the steel 
industry bargaining sessions. He 
declined to state the amount of a 
wage demand set at a meeting of 
the 
union's 
44-man 
executive 
board. 


The appeals court ruled that the 


wartime Smith-Connally act defi- 
nitely limited the right to strike.

Liberty Boat Damaged in

Early Today 


Hyeres, France, Feb. 17—(AP) 


—An officer and seven men of the 
U. S. aircraft carrier Midway are 
unaccounted for in the swamping: 
of a liberty launch off the Riviera 
today, 
a 
French police official 


said. 


The official, from the prefecture 


of nearby Toulon, said no bodies 
had been recovered. He said the 
officers of the carrier did not 
know whether the men drowned or 
merely failed to report back from 
shore leave. 


The French press agency earlier 


said 15 bodies had been recovered. 
The Toulon official said he be- 
lieved his version was more exact. 
The official added that the sea 
was very rough when the sailors 
were returning in the early morn- 
ing hours from a party ashore.

eight men were "unaccounted for" 
in figures still subject to revision. 
This report was sent by Vice Adm.

The total interest cost of the 


issue to the state will be $11,899,-

cent, will mature. On each May 1, 
from 1954 through 1959, $7,700,- 
000 at 2 per cent will mature. On 
May 1.

Plans are underway for restora- 
tion of the Old Sekm Jnn, where 
Abraham Lincoln as a 
lawyer 


stayed during Circuit court ses- 
sions here. 


This is the first step in creat- 


ing a memorial to Lincoln in this 
city, which claims the honor of 
being the only city named for the 
Emancipator with his consent and 
before he became famous. 


J. D. G. Hill, Lincoln attorney, 


said plans for restoration of the 
old inn, torn down in 1891, had 
gone to the architect's drawing 
board. 


The inn was erected in 1836 


by John Deskin, who at one time 
was Logan county sheriff and 
later a member of the state gen- 
eral assembly. 
The inn was a 


popular stopping place for law- 
yers and judges of the old Eighth 
judicial circuit. 
It also was a 


stopping' .place for stage coaches 
on 
the 
Chicago-Springfield-St.

1836

1848. 


Abe Lincoln had a room on the 


northwest corner of the second 
floor when he attended court ses- 
sions. 
The tavern 
and

room were on the 
first 
floor, 


sleeping rooms on the second and 
a dancing room on tht third.

Butter Prices Advance

Meat animals on farms are de-

from two to 10 cents beginning 
this morning.

Sumner T. Pike said today human 
thinking "has been left in 
tlK 


lurch" by atomic energy. 


The result, he said, is a big job 


for the nation's teachers. 


"There exists today a condition 


of international distrust in time o 
peace that is almost without paral 
lei", Pike told a group of member! 
of the National Education Associ. 
ation. 


"The need for clear thinking and 


steady judgment is obvious. 


"Those of you who are in edu- 


cational work know probably bet- 
ter than any other group of com- 
parable sizp that fear is no founda- 
tion for intelligent thought and 
understanding. 


"Fear is never on your side, but 


only against you—no matter who 
is frightened, you or the other 
fellow. 


Calls Fear "Dangerous" 


"It is dangerous to a democracy 


for its people to feel fear, for 
it is a producer of panic or, even 
worse on a wide scale of escape 
or fantasy". 


The cure, Pike said in his pre- 


pared address, is to 
teach 
the 


public "the potentialities of this 
great new resource". 


Pike aaid people are going to 


need "from here on out" as much 
atomic information as the schools 
can provide. The reason is, he 
said, that they will be called upon 
to make vital 
decisions 
"about 


science as related to peaceful liv- 
ing" and "about war versus peace". 


He urged the schools to encour- 


age the skills of students who 
show scientific and 
engineering 


ability "which atomic energy must 
develop if it is to realize its possi- 
bilities". 


"Our tightest bottleneck in the 


national atomic energy develop- 
ment program", he said, "is the 
ack of manpower to do research 
and development work".
